Community Project Will Be 


Held North of Alta Loma 
Starting June 21 





Offering an outstanding new 
program in recreation is a plan 
to have a three-day community 
summer camp, open to all boys in 
the Upland district from 12 to 15 
years of age. 

Plans for the new camp program 
were announced today at a meet- 
ing of the boys at the Upland jun- 
ior high school. Various commun- 
ity leaders and the scoutmasters 
are in charge of advance prepara- 
tions. ; 

Place for the outing will be at 
Bridges camp, north of Alta Loma. 


Dates are from 4 p.m June 21, ~ 


to 3 p.m. June 24. All boys plan- 
ning to attend must register by 
June 7 with any of the Upland 
teachers or at the J. J. Atwood 
Co. store. Cost will be 25 cents 
a day. 

“If the full amount cannot be 
paid, the boy will be allowed to 
work out the balance while at 


| camp,” Earl E. Hawthorne, one of 


the leaders in the movement said. 
“Actual cost cf the camp will be 
more than the charges, but the 
community committee is defraying 
e balance out of the generous 
response of the many who con- 
tributed to the Boys and Girls work 
in the recent drive.” 


During the camp there will be 
taught swimming, life saving, 
camping, cooking, first aid, astron- 
| omy, flowers, birds and camp hand- 
{icraft. A doctor will examing each 
j boy when he is registered so there 
will be no danger of any con- 
jtagion being brought into the 
| camp. 

Emphasis is placed on the fact 
that all boys fr°m 12 to 15 years 
of age are invited to attend the 
camp. While some of the Boy 
Scout leaders are active in pian- 
ning the event, the camp is open 
to every boy.

The old frame station erected by 
the Santa Fe at that time was a credit to the community it 
served—and it did duty for many years. Previous to the frame 
structure the Santa Fe ‘‘s{ation’’ was a box ear. 

Few, indeed, are there now in the community who were resi- 
dents fifty years or more ago. No doubt at. that time they 
marveled at the ‘‘large, new depot’’—and did not foresee the| 
development which has taken place here since then. The rail- 
road has meant much toward the development of practically 
all sections of our country—and our community is no execep- 
tion to that rule. Where the railroad has pioneered there have 
risen ‘many towns and cities—and vast agricultural resources 
have been developed because the railroad provided a means of 
getting the crops and other products to market. The great 
West developed as the railroad progressed on its way to “to| 


Pacifie coast—and now the most desirable plaee in which to 
live in the entire country is in this territory. 

The Santa Fe has erected in Upland a station that is a credit 
to the community and to the company—costing about $35,000. 
In architecture it conforms to that most frequently seen here 
and which blends with the surroundings. 

In all probability there are few cities the size of Upland in 
the entire country that furnish as much business for a rail- 
road as dees this community. <A large amount of this business, 
of course, is the result of the shipment of 4000 or 5000 carloads 
of citrus fruit each year. Most of this fruit goes to the mid- 
dle west and the east and therefore means long hauls for the 
railroad. The number of large and modern fruit packing 
plants in Upland—as well as the large number of fine groves 
on which are situated beautiful homes—-are evidence of the 
stability and prosperity of the citrus industry, It was, no doubt, 
im recognition of these facts and the outlook for continued] 
advancement that the Santa Fe was willing to erect the mod-! 
ern station that will be dedicated next Thursday. 

And one wonders how long the new station will meet the 
requirements of the community. That there will be continued 
advancement and inerease in population none cm doubt. Peo- 
ple wi!! continue to come to California in large numbers—and 
Upland will get its proportion of new residents as they are 
attracted here by ideal climate and-for other reasons. As popu- 
Yation increases business increases and keeps pace with the| 
population. 

Will a new Santa Fe station be required in fifty years—or 
sooner? What will be the population of Upland fifty years 
hence? None can accurately foresee—but we feel safe in pre- 
dicting that the growth of the ¢ity and surrounding commun- 
ity will be much greater than during the past fifty years. 

Upland people appreciate the new Santa Fe station—and 
the Santa Fe, in turn, is not unappreciative of the large vol- 
ume of business it receives here.

Proper education of youth in regard to the evil effects of 
alcohol will do more toward keeping them from becoming ad- 
dicts and slaves to the liquor habit than any other thing. One 
of the very best places for the youth to get this instruction is 
in school—and such teaching is now being done in some schools. 
It is very important that the youth get this knowledge at an 
early age—before they reach the time when the alcoholic habit! 
is formed. With intoxicating liquors being licensed and sold} 
at many thousands of places throughout the country it is an 
easy matter for the youth to become ensnared and form a habit 
that will ruin them mentally, physically and morally. The! 
evidence of this fact is seen all too often in these days. It is 
no uncommon thing to see young folks of an age that is not 
supposed to be sold the stuff, under its influence, staggering in 
a drunken condition that is pitiful and alarming because of 
what future results will be. 

From -the Christian Science Monitor we get the following 
interesting comment: 


“All who have faced the questionings of young people 
regarding alcoholic drinks will welcome the knowledge 
that schools are again teaching facts about one of society’s 
most condoned, publicized, and dangerous playthings. A 
boy or girl who is called upon to take a stand apart from 
the suggestive ‘good fellowship’ of a drinking party, has 
to have strong inner convictions about aleohol in order to 
reject its flattering falsities.

There are a few simple and fully accurate experiments list- 
ed in the appendix. Copious illustrations drive home 
points by use of forceful black-and-white drawings, instead 
of charts or photographs. 

‘Possibly the most valuable contribution of the book 
is its encouragement of classroom discussion and the prep- 
aration of student papers. When the bulwarks of char- 
acter are reinforced in the seventh, eighth, and ninth grades, 
young people face senior high school and college equipped 
to see through the specious claims of liquor advertising and 
of synthetic joviality. Young people so prepared have a 
better prospect of enjoying unhampered the wholesome ac- 
tivities of sport and of self-development.’’
